For the Succeſſors of Conſtantine, ha- 
ving had them in great Veneration, and atter the Tranſlati- 
on of the Seat of the Empire from kome to Milan and ſeye- 
ral other Places, having left them in a manner Maſters of

Newer, the Popes being oppreſſed by the Kings of Lom- 
Hardy, towards the end of the eighth Century, they cald in 
Charlemagne to their Aſſiſtance, who taking that Opportyni- 
ty to make himſelf Mafter of the greateſt part of , and 
poſſeſſing before by Title of Deſcent or Conqueſt, all France, 
a great part of Spain, and almoſt all Germany, Hungaxy and 
Selavonia, &c. Pope Leo VIH. Crown'd him Emperor ef 
the Weſt, inthe Year 800. But his Succeſſoxs afterwaags de- 
generating from the Virtue of their Predeceſſor; the Empire 
was loſt to his Family about the Lear 912, and after it had 
been long diſputed between the Princes of [taly and Germany 3 
it fell at laſt to the Share of obe, Duke of Saxony, about the 
Year 963.

Of Catalonia. 


His Great Province being after the Fall of the Roman 
Empire conquer'd by the Goths, &c. was upon that Ac- 
count called Gottolania, and ſince by Corruption Catalonia;

into the Hands of the King of Arragon by Marriage, in the 
Year 1320, Fames King of Arragon, with the Advice of the 
Eftates of the Country, made a Law for the Union of the 
Kingdoms of Arragon and Valencia, and the Province of Barce- 
lona; whereby it was agreed they ſhould never be ſeparated 
more ; But upon this expreſs Condition that the Catalonians 
ſhou'd ſtill be preſerved in the full Enjoyment of their Privi- 
leges; to the Obſcrvatian whereof the Kings of Arragon 
ſhou'd all be ſolemnly ſworn in quality of Counts of Catalonia. 
By Vertue of which expreſs Stipulations, the French Authors 
{trenuouſly juſtified the Revolt of the Catalonians to them 
in the latter end of the Reign of Lewis XIII. 
, *?T1s certain that even after the Governors of Catalonia had 
made themſelves Hereditary; they held that Province in So-

vereignty of the Crown of France, and that even the Kings of 
Arragon,who poſſeſs'd it before the Year 1181. paid Homage 
for it to the Kings of France. But the Spaniards alledg, that 
by a Treaty concluded in the Year 1270. upon a Marriage, 
Philip the Bold, King of France, in, Conſideration of that Mar- 
riage, and of the Ceſſion of the City of Montpelier, and fome 
other Places in Languedoc, renounc'd all his Pretenfions to 
the Sovereignty of Arragon and Catalonia. 

The other Pretenſions of the French to the Province of Ca- 
talonia, are founded. ugon the before mention'd Excommuni- 
cation of Peter the Cruel, King of Arragon, and Count of Ca- 
talonia, becauſe of the Maſſacre at the Sicilian Veſpers z which 
being already ſpoke of in the Article of Arragon, I ſhall not 
here repeat it. 5 | 

In the latter end of the Reign of Lewis XIII. the greater 
part of the Inhabitants of Catalonia revolted to the French, 
under Pretence of the many Infractions made upon their Pri- 
vileges by the Princes of the Houſe of Auſtria; which be- 
ing contrary to the aboye-mention*d expreſs Stipulation at the 
Time of the Union of Catalonia with Arragon, the French 
juſtified that Revolt, and ſome others that have happen'd 
fince, under the ſame Pretence. But how ill they have been 
atisfied with the French Adminiſtration, and how much they 
prefer to that, the Sway of the Houſe of Auſtria, they have 
ſufficiently made appear, by by their extraordinary Gallan- 
try and ReſoJution in the late Revolution of that Province 
in Fayour of King Charles III.

Prince of Viana, the true Heir to the Kingdom of Navarre, 
who had calld in Zenry King of Caſtile to their Aſſiſtance, 
deſir'd the help of Lewis XI. to whom Mortgaging the Coun.

Thouſand Crowns, he thereupon ſent an Army to his Al- 
ſiſſtance under the Duke of Armagnac, who reduc'd his Sub- 
Jets to his Obedience, and ſecur'd him on the Throne.

of Poulia, and Dukes of Calabria, till having advanc'd their 
Conqueſts the length of Sicily, they aſſum'd the Title of Kings, 
and were afterwards Succeeded by Henn VI. and Frederic II. 
Emperors of Germany, and Kings of Naples; the laft of whom 
being depriv'd by the Pope, after his Death there happend 
many Confuſions and Wars between the Competitors, Who 
were Conrad his Son, Mainfroy his Natural Son, and Conradin 


Son to Conrad. Upon which, Pope Innocent IV. preſented . 


that Kingdom to Charles, Brother to St Lewis, Count of Ana- 


jou and Provence, who was then look'd upon as a Great War-- 


riour, and did afterwards receive the Inveftitnre of Naples 


and both the Sicilies of Pope Urban IV. Upon which there 


enſued many cruel Wars and Battles, in one of which Conradin 

being taken by Charles, was beheaded by his Order. In Re- 
venge of whoſe Death, Peter King of Arragon, who Married 
his Kinſwoman Conſtance, Daughter to Mainfroy, made the 
Famous Maſſacre already ſpoken of, calld the Sicilian Veſpers, 

whereby the French were quite diſpoſſeſſed of the Iſland in the 
Year 1281, Since which they have not had any Footing there 


till the Death of the late Kingcbarles II. of Spain; when, with | 


the reſt of the Spaniſh Dominions, it fell into the Hands of 


Philip, Duke of Anjou, except at the Revolt of Meſſma, of | 


which more elſewhere. 


However, the Race of Anjou continued to reign in Naples, 


from the aforeſaid Year 1264, till the Year 1435. In all 171 
Years, But without entering into the detail of that Hiſto- 
ry, I ſhall briefly obſerve, that Charles II. Son to Charles I. 
King of Naples, being eſpouſed to Mary, Heireſs of Hungam, 
theſe two Kingdoms being United by that Marriage, the 
Eldeft of their Children, viz. Charles Surnam'd Martel, had 
Hungary for his Share, and of him deſcended ſeyeral Hungarian 


Princes, of which further mention will be made. The Second 


was Lewis, who was firſt a Franciſcan Fryar, and aftewards' 
Biſhop of Toulouſe and Saintes. Robert, who was the Third, 


had the Kingdom of Naples, and the reft were ſeverally pro- 


vided for. 


That Robert was Father to Prince Charles, who dying be-

Schiſm and Difference between Pope Urban VI. and his 
Competitor Clement VII. the former of which having been 
promoted to the Papal Chair by Force, many of the Cardi- 
nals withdrawing to Rome, Elected the aforeſaid Clement VII. 
who was then Cardinal of Geneva, Now Pope Clement VI. 
having long before that time, abſolv'd Queen Fear of the 
Murder of her Husband, and accommodated the Differences 
between Lewis the Great, King of Hungary, Brother to Andrew 
who was Murder'd, and the Queen of Naples, who was the 
Author of the Murder; ſhe being a violent Enemy to Urban 
who was born ber Subject, declar'd herſelf in favour of Cle. 
mont VII. In Revenge of which, his Competitor Urban, did 
ſtir up afreſh the Zungarians againſt her. In Order to avert 
which Blow, with the Advice and Conſent of Pope Clement, 
who pretended to be Sovereign of that Kingdom, ſhe adopted, 
in the Year 1380. Lewis, Duke of Aujou, Brother to Charles 
V. then Regent, under the Minority of his Nephew Charles 
VI. King of France. From whence the French derive their 
firſt Right, as having Inherited the Pretenſions of that Fa-

Affront, (as certainly it was) that Claudia who had been pro- 
mis'd to his Grandſon Charles, was married to Francis, after- 
wards King of France, which was the firſt Occaſion of the 
Wars and Broils between the Houſes of Auſtria and Bourbon. 
Whereupon Francis I. coming to the Crown, and making him-

Suppoſe he cou'd yield his own Right as Grandſon to Valentina, 
he cou'd not renounce that of his Children, as they ſay, by 
Vertue of his Wife Claudia, their Mother, who being Daugh- 
ter to Lewis XII. had by both the Inveftitures, a Right to the 
Dutchy of Milan, of which her Husband cou'd not diſpoſe ; 
as Francis I. did largely expreſs, amongſt the other Nulli- 
ties of the Treaty of Madrid. Of all which more elſewhere, 


As for the Republick of Genoa, that City with its Territo- 
ry, having amongft the other Republicks of Itah, ſhook off 
the Imperial Yoke during the above-mention'd Diſputes be- 
tween the German and Italian Princes, erected itſelf. into a 
flouriſhing Commonwealth; and during the Conqueſt of the 
Holy Land and the Weftern War, was as confiderable as that. 
of Venice; poſſeſſiing the Iſle of Chis, the City of Capha, and 
many other Places in the Levant. Till falling at laſt into In- 
teſtine Broils, occafion'd principally by the Animoſities be- 
tween the two Potent Families of the Fregoſes and Adornes, 
in the Year 1390, that Republick ſubmitted it ſelt to Charles 
VI. King of France; who taking them into his Protection, 
ſent thither Marſhal Boulicaut, to receive their Homage and 
Oath of Allegiance. But upon the Confufions that happen'd 
during the Phrenezy of Charles VI. which lafted Nine and 
Twenty Years, and the Engliſh and Burgundian War, with 
which the Kingdom was harrafſed almoſt all the Reign of 
Charles VII. the Affair of Genoa was neglected, till in the 
Year 1458, the Genoeſes being again fallen into great Diviſi- 
ons ſent again into France, Peter Fregoſe, to deſire the Protecti- 
on of Charles VII. Which being granted, he ſent thither ow

our of Lewis XII. and his Deſcendents, and of 
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Huke of Lorain, Eldeſt Son to the Duke of Aujon. After 
which, again applying themſelves to Lewis XI. and being 


neglected by him, ſome Hiſtorians ſay, that they of themſelves 


made their Addreſſes to ꝓobn Galeas, Duke of Milan, but the 
French pretend that Lewis XI. gave the Inveſtiture of Genoa 
to that Duke, to be held in Homage and Allegiance to the 


Crown of France. After which, Charles VIII. at his Expe- 


dition to Naples, by a Treaty in 1494. gave the Inyeftiture 
of Genoa to Lodovie Sforce, in conſideration of a Fine of 30000 
Ducats, and of certain Succours promiſed to Charles by Lodo- 


vic, at the Reduction of Naples. And accordingly the City 
of Genoa remaining ſubject to the Kings of France, as Dukes 
of Milan, Leais XII. made a Triumphant Entry into it, and 
received Sovereign Honors, aſſigning for their Governor, 


his Kinſman Philip de Cleves. | | 
But in the Year 1527, when the Emperor Charles V. was 


in a hot War with Francis I. Andrew Doria, a Genoeſe, and Ge- 
neral of the French Fleet, being diſſatisfied with Francis I, re- 


yolted to the Emperor, and occaſion'd the Loſs of Naples to 
france. To whom the Emperor having ſent a Blank to be filbd 
ap with the Conditions he deſir'd, to bring him over to his 
Service. The firſt was THE LIBERTY OF HIS NA- 
TIVE COUNTRY, which thereby wasdeliver'd from the 
Domination of the Dukes of Milan, and has continued ſo ever 
ſince; tho the French do ftill pretend, that their Right to 
Milan being (as they think) unqueſtionable, the Emperor had 
no Power to diſmember Genoa from that Dutchy. |

Of all the Children of King Fobz, he layed none ſo well

Margaret, only Daughter to Tewis III. Count of Flanders,who 


was look'd upon as the greateſt Match in Europe, as being 
preſumptive Heireſs, by her Father and her Grand Aunt Fear 
of Brabant, of the Counties of Flanders, Franche Comte, Ariois, 
Nevers, Kethel, the Dutchy of Brabant, Lothier, Limburg, the 
Marquiſat of Antwerp, and other great Lordſhips. Which 
Alliance contracted in the Year 1356. was the Beginning of 
the Grandeur of the Houſe o Burgundy. That Philip and his 
three Deſcendents, ohn, Philip and Charles, having amaſs d 
thoſe Great Dominions, which falling aftewards into the 
Houſe of Auſtriz, were the Principal Occaſion of its Riſe. 
But tho the Propriety of theſe two Counties, did enter in- 
to the Houſe of Auſtria by the Marriage of Maximilian of 
that Houſe, with Mary Heireſs of Burgundy, the Sovereignty 
ſtill remain'd in the Kings oi France, till Francis I. renounc'd 
it by the Treaty of 44adrid and others.

France was his Subject, and owed him Homage for the Dutchy 
of Milan, and other Lands, Nor did he enter into any War 
againſt France till he was promoted to the Empire, but on the 
contrary, did render Perſonal Homage to the Perſon appoint- 
ed to receive it of him for the Counties of Flanders and Ar- 
tois: And poſſibly had never enter'd into any War with the 
French, if not ſufficiently provok'd by them. 


II. As for the Nullity of the Treaty of Madrid; Francis I, 
having made War upon the Emperor, and forced him to de. 
fend himſelf; he being at laſt Victorious, it was a generous 
Act in him to let his Capital Enemy, whom the Fortune of 
War had brought into his Hands, go free again upon ſuch eaſy 
Conditions as he did, And admit there was (ome Hardſhip 
put upou him in that Treaty, during his Tmpriſonment at 
Madrid, theſe Ceſſions were afterwards renewed at ſeveral 
other Treaties, after the Enlargement of Francis.

The Law of 
Nature is very far from preſcribing any thing which ought 
conſtantly to be obſerv'd concerning the Inheritance of Pa- 
rents, Brothers or other Relations; neither are the Con- 
tracts and Laws which ſettle the manner of Inheriting, at all 
cantrary to the Law of Nature, fince every body agrees, that 

that Law lays no other Obligation upon the Parents toward

Pope Paul III. had inveſted his Natural Son, Lewis Farneſe, 
in the Dutchies of Par ma and Plaiſance, which the Emperor 
had reſtored to the Church, without at all examining the 
Pretenfions of Leo X. becauſe it had been ſo agreed at the 
Treaty concluded in 1521. for chating the French out of Mi- 
lan. The Emperor took Exceptions at that Action of the 
Pope, affirming, that either the aforeſaid Dutchies ſhould re- 
main united to the Patrimony of the Church, or be re- united 
to the Dutchy of Milan. Now Peter Lewis having renger'd 
himſelf odious to his Subjects the Placentins, by his Cruetlies 
and Debaucheries, they kifled him, and put themſelves under 
the Protection of the Emperor. And Paul III. dy ing at the 
ſame time, and being ſuceeeded by Fulius III. he at firſt pro- 
tetted Oauius, Son to Peter Lewis, maintaining him in the 
Poſſeſſion of Parma. But ſoon obſerving how diſagreable 
that Condu was to the ſacred Colledge, he agreed with the 
Emperor to diſpoſſeſs Odavius, who putting himſelf under the 
Protection of Henm IL, King of France, was by him power- 
fully affifted againſt thoſe two Potentates; inſomuch,ſthat ha- 
ving forbid his Subjects to carry any Money to Kome, the 
Pope was at laft forc'd to truckle to King Henry; and not on- 
ly to be reconciPd himſelf to the Duke of Parma, but to pro- 
cure Placentia to be reſtored to him by the Emperor. 4 

In the Year 1545. the Emperor Charles V. having defeated 
and taken Priſoners, the Ele&or of Saxony, and the Landgrave 
of Heſſe, the two Principal Pillars of the Proteſtant Intereſt 
in Germany, whereby that Party was greatly weaken'd, and 
n much danger, they called in (fay the French) to their aſſi- 

ce, Henry King of France, who not out of any regard to 

them, but for Nis own Iptereft, laid hold of that Opportunity 

putting ſome top tothe Emperor's pre greſs, and having 
ent the Conſtable of Mamtrrorency into Germany one way, he. 
made himſelf, Maſier en, Tout and Verdun; while the

and being met there by Deputies from thoſe who had invited 
him, to inform him, that they had agreed their Differences 
with the Emperor, and therefore defire him to deſiſt: Not. 
withſtanding thereof, the King in his return from Germ, 

poſſeſs d himſelf of Danvilliers, Roc be mars, Tvoy, and ſeveral 
other Towns in Luxemburg, At which the Emperor being 
highly provok'd, he enter'd into a ftri& Alliance with the 
Engliſp, by whole Blood and Valour he was aſſiſted in the per. 
formance of many great Exploits, tho he was obli 
Rigor of the Seaſon, and the Bravery of the'Beſiegs 
manded by the Duke of Guiſe, to raiſe the Sieg

Tberoue nne, and carried on the War with Vigour. 


About the ſame time, the Commonwealth of Sienz, which 
had deſired the Emperor's Protection againſt the Great Duke

What could he do more, 
unleſs to pleaſe the Spaniards, he wauld patiently waitywith- 
out providing any defence, till he was miſerably torn in pieces 
by his Enemies; and the like Outrages committed upon his 
Perſon, as had been already done to his Statues, both in Paris 
and Tholouſe,. It was more than time therefore to have Re- 
courſe, to the laſt Refuge of the Injur d. The King of Nævarre 
immediately made ready for his Aſſiſtance, a brave Arniy 
moſtly compos'd of Young Proteſtant Gentry, on overy Man 
of whom he. might rely. His Brother Charles IX. many 
times, and himſelf ſometimes, when Neceſſities were leis 
preſſing, had made Peace with the Proteſtants, which tho 


they had both violated, that Loyal People was ever ready - 
for. their Princes Service. And King Henry had ſufficient 


reaſon, by all juſt means, to reſtrain the Seditious Lraguers 
in order, if poſſible, to recover his on Power; and at lat 
to reſtore Peace and Reſt to this Kingdomn.

been ſubdued, or driven out of the Realm. For the Duke 
of Mayne, when he went againft the King at Die, with great 
Oftentation writ to Paris, That within 7 oi Days he would ei- 
ther bring the King Priſoner, or farce him to fly into England 
with Shame enough, And now the City being not well pro- 
vided, and out of hopes of Relief, their Minds were full of 
Fears and Vexation, But upon the Duke of A_ Ap» 
proach, with the Succours ſent him by the King of Spain, the 
King roſe from before Parir, having firſt taken the Suburbs 
and Sack'd them. oy 

The Convention of Eftates thus met at Tours, put out à 
Declaration in behalf of the King; And that at Paris pub- 
liſh'd another againſt him. After which contrary Declarati- 
ons, the Scholars being as eager to contend for their ſeveral 
Parties, as the Soldiers, there were publiſh'd many Ordi- 
nances of Parliament, infinite Writings of particular Men, 
Decifions of the Sorbon, Letters of the Pope's Legate, An. 
ſwers of the Biſhops that adher'd to the King; and fuch a 
Number of Books every where diſpersd, that it was a clear 
Caſe there was not a Wit in the Kingdom, but was employ'd. 
_ a Pen but writ in defence of the Reaſons of one fide or 
other.

Which, in regard of the (peedy Expedition and Reſolutions - 
of the King, could not admitof Delays, + 5 
The Duke of Mayne being Prince of the Faction, and 
Head of the Deſign (who by the Authority of his Perſon, Pru- 
dence of his Government, and Experience in Martial Mat- 
ters, bore the chief Burthen of their Affairs) conceiving that 
the Reward and Fruits of his Pains, did of Juſtice belong to 
himſelf, projected therefore, either to transfer the Crown 
upon his own Head, or upon ſome of his Houſe. - But in caſe 
he could not obtain ſo much, at leaft, 'to ſet-it upon the 
Head of ſome ſluch Prince, as might totally and Gy be 
beholden to him for it; being reiolwd that the Kingdom 
ſhould not be divided, much leſs that it ſhould fall into the 
Hands of a Foreign Prince 2 e 


On the contrary, the King of Spain (who in the begin- 


ning ſecretly, but now openly protected and fomented the 
League, and had of late Years laid out two Millions in the 
Service of the Confederatzsz and was now to contribute 
vaſt Sums of Money, both in publick and private, beſides his 
Maintaining of Foot and Horſe z ſeeing, that without his 
Aſhftance,which they defir'd might be great and ſtrong, not on · 
ly the main Deſign was like to come to nothing, but the League 
could not long, ſubſiſt) thought it more than reaſonable, that 
as the Ex pences and Loſſes were his, ſo the Fruits and Bene- 
fits ſhould be his alſo: And therefore, beſides an under. 
hand Secret D-fign of Uniting the Crowns, by gaining that 
of France to hi; Daughter Iſabella, the Infanta, (whom he had 
by his Queen Elizaberi, King Henry TI's. Eldeſt Siſter) he 
farther endeavour'd to get himſelf publicly declar'd Proteſtor 
of the Crown of France, with Sovereign Power and Authori- 
ty to diſpoſe of the Offices of the Crown, to chuſe the Go- 
vernors and Captains of th2 Army, to confer Biſhopricks, and 
to have all the Prerogatives appertaining to any abfolute 
Prince. All which was demanded, and publick ſolicited by 
his Agents Mendoza, Mornea, Cc. £ 1 yo 
But the. Citizens of Paris (who perceiv'd that the main 


Strength of the Faction conſiſted in them, not only in re- 


gard of the Multitude of their People, and Power of the Ci- 
ty, but by reaſon of their continual Contributions, from 
hence the Sinews of the War were deriv'd ) thought it was 
come to their Share to diſpoſe of the Crown. . And being 
much amaz'd with the Duke of Mayne's bad Succeſs in the

Te is not unworthy Obſervation, what Artifices the Heads 
of that Rebellion us'd to abuſe the People. During the 
Siege of Paris, both the Duke of Mayne without, and other 
Lords within the City, employing all their Art and Indnſtry, 
in giving out Reports and ſpreading News; ſometimes of a 

Strong Power from Flanders, coming to raiſe the Siege g 
ſometimes of great Store of Proviſions for the Relief of the 
City; ſometimes of ſome Accident in favour of their Party, 


Letters and Meſſengers coming in every day, with a Mix- 


liſh'd in their Pulpits, and divulgd amongft their 
ſerv'd to feed the People for a few days. 

And when there was certain Commiſſioners ſent from Pa- 
ris, to treat with the King about an Accommodation. Not- 
withſtanding his Majefty's Anſwer was return'd in Writing 
with much Sweetneſs of Language, and Offers of all poſſible 
Security and Satisfaction, upon return to their Obedience; 
with Letters to the ſame effect to the Duke of Nemours and 
others, exhorting them to Peace, and aſſuring them, that 
they ſhould receive more from his Grace, than they could 
deſire: Yet upon return of the Commiſſioners, the Duke of 
Nemours, and other great Perſons, diſaffected to Peace, would 
not permit the true. Copy of the King's Anſwer to be pub- 
liſh'd to the People; but caus'd Reports to be given out, 
that the King would nothave any Peace, but upon condition 
of an abſolute Submiſſion, and that the Duke of Mayne, and

The King of Spain therefore (upon the Duke of Par ma's 
Advice) finding how much thoſe of the League relied upon 
his Aid, and: the Neceſſity thereof, endeavour'd to prolon 
the War; that by the Wearineſs and Weakneſs of the French, 
he might at length compaſs thoſe ends upon them, which he 
ſaw it was impoſſible for him at firſt to obtain.

Beſides theſe Diſcontents, Briſon, Firſt Preſident of the 


| Parliament of Ter, (who had been at firſt a principal In- 


ſtrument for the League) when he perceiv'd (as his Friends 
ſaid) that the Ends of the Grandees were not ſo fincert for 
the publick Good, as he at firſt had conceiv'd them, or (as 
his Enemies fe ported) being corrupted by large Offers made 
unto him, on behalf of the King, by ſome who were Prilo- 
ners in the City; or (as it was generally believ'd) out of the 
Levity and Inconſtancy of his Nature, began to favour the 
ng's Party; who by means of his Protection, making a 
conſiderable Body, began to plot how to bring the City to 
revolt, and to reduce it to the King's Obedience.

For when the Council of Spain was reſolv'd to ſend hut 
ſmall Forces into France, and to ſpin out the Wars to their 
own leaft Charge and greateſt Advantage. Hoping, by that 
means, to obtain their Ends upon the French ; whic were t 
procure the Lady Infanta Iſabella of Spain to be declaxi 
Queen of France, in a full Aſſembly of the States, which they 
iutended to force the Duke of Mayne to call for that purpoſe 
the Duke perceiving it, he 2 65 utterly to, diſguſt 
them, complaining of their niggardly and ſparing Aſſiſtan 
afforded to the League, and eager Deſires of domineering

Protector, and in all the Articles of the Treaty at Vervias, 
for the General Peace, there is not the leaſt mention of & 
ligion, or Extirpation of Hereſy, tho that was the great Cauſe 
r which they ever pretended to take up Arms: Only they 
were careful to preſerve their Secular Intereſts, and to ſe· 
cure their Perſons and Eftates upon as good Terms as they 
cou'd 3 a plain Evidence that Religion was but the Pretence ;

It hath already been ſhew'd at full, That when the Leaguers 
firft took up Arms, and bound themſelves by Oaths againſt 
theKi e pretended Grounds of the one, and the Subject of 
the other, were nothing but the Defence of the true Religi- 
en, the Laws and Liberties, and Properties of the Subject, 
with 3 to make the King a glorious King, 
Where it has been obferv'd how God in his Providence, did 
ina great Meaſure turn all their Vows into Prophecies, and 
their Promiſes into Predictions, by fulfilling them, tho in 
a far different Sence from what they intended. By ſettling 
the true Religion, they meant the Roman; but God fulfill'd 
it at that time of the Proteſtant: And thoſe Arms which 
they Vow'd to the Ruin, God converted.to the Advancement 
of it; the Proteſtams of that Kingdom, having upon that Oc- 
caſion obain'd, and long enjoy'd greater Immunities, and a 
more free and ſettled Courſe of the Profeſſion of their Re- 


ligion, than ever they had before. Which tho they have

And now Cardinal Aichlieu having by lis ſole Intereſt at 
lame, procurda Cardinals Cap for his great Confident and 
Creature Fulius Mazarini,of whom he made uſeas an Aſſiſtant 
and Counſellor in his moſt difficult Affairs, he carryed things 
to ſuch an unaccountable Extremity againſt thoſe of the French 


Nobility, whom he_ did not like, that he meerly forc'd 


them into a Rebellion on purpoſe to procure their Ruin, which 
was effected 7 their Defeat at the Battle of Sedan; tho the 


Count of Soiſſons, and other Diſcontented Lords, behav'd 


themſelves to Admiration at the Head of their own, and the 
Spaniſh and German Troops they had procur'd to their Aſſi - 
ſtance, After the Defeat, the Duke of Bouillon obtain'd Ar-

In Germany things went on at the ordinary rate, few or 
none, either then or afterwards, reaping any Advantage com- 
parable to thoſe of the French. However, in the end of the 
Year, by the Mediation of the King of Denmark, the Preli- 
minaries of a Peace were ſettled between the Empire, France 
and Sweden, tho it was not concluded till 1648; and the Me- 
diation of Denmark at leaſt rejected, by reaſon of their Jealou- 
ſy, and viſible Partiality againſt the Swedes z and that of he- 
nice accepted on all Hands, the Pope's being refuſed. 

In 1642, the Germans receiv'd a confiderable Overthrow 
by the Swedes, &c. But to make them amends for that, the 
Dutch acting this Year on the Defenſive in the Low Coun- 
tries, and the French weakning themſelves on that fide to be 
the ſtronger elſewhere, a Body of them, commanded by the 
Count de Guiche, was deſeated by the Spaniards, and a very 
conſiderable Booty of Money taken, beſides 2000 Priſoners. 

Tho the King, who was then drawing nigh his End was ve- 
ry weakly,and the Seafon ſharp; the Cardinal, who is believ'd 
to have wiſh'd heartily for his Majeſty's Death; nay, by ſome 
s accus'd of having given him a lingring Poiſon, in hopes to 
de declar'd Regent of France; The Cardinal I ſay, under ma- 
ay ſpecious Pretences, put his Majeſty upon an Expedition in 
Perſon for the Conqueſt of Rouſſillon, both to cover the Fron- 
ers of France, and to ſupport the Revolt of Catalonia.

. falſe, *twas believ'd by the People, and France was no leſs free- 
ly reflected upon, than if ſhe had actually been guilty of ſuch - 


a Breach of Faith, The Spaniards were quickly after oblig'd 
to deſtroy their own Impoſture, by offering us Four Paultry 


Towns, which was no way anſwerable to the Condition of 


parting, with the Low Countries, pretended to be given to the 
King by that Clandeftine Treaty.

that we are averſe to Peace. Tis odd, that we, Who, if their 
Story be true, wou'd formerly have bought a ſnameful Peace, 
at the Price of our Faith and Honour, ſhou'd now refuſe it, 
tho very advantageous. They alledg, that we are the Au- 
thors of all the Obſtacles that are in the way, and hinder 
your Lord ſhips from accepting the Conditions that you may 
have; ſo that we are declar'd Enemies to the Puhlick Peace, 
in the Judgment of a Nation, whole vain Pretenfions to the 
Univerſal Monarchy ſeem already to have acquired them the 
Right of laying their own Faults upon others. 
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ange Diſturbances and Diviſions amongſt you, if 
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I know, my Lords, that ſuch as are tolerably well acquaint- 
ed with Affairs, have another Opinion of us. The Queen's 
extraordinary Application ſince the Beginning of her Regen- 
cy, has in ſeveral Places quelPd the Coufuſions, which might 
otherwiſe have retarded the Concluſions of the General 
Peace. The War in 7taly being ended by her Majeſty's Au- 
thority z and that in Denmark, by which your Republick has 


not been a Sufferer, by her Intervention; the moderate Con. 


ditions with which we are willing to be ſatisfied in the Treaty 


with the Empire; and our unwearyed Diligence after the ad- 


juſting of - the King's Aﬀairs, to ſurmount the Difficulties 
that either concern the Publick or our Allies, added to the 
Declaration we have long ſince made bythe King's Com- 
mand; That his Majeſty is willing to eftabliſh” the ancient 
Friendſhip between the two Crowns, leaving things in the 
ſame Condition in which has pleaſed God to gut them, for a- 
voiding the Delays that might be made by a too exact Dif. 
cuſſion of ancient Differences; aretvident Marks of the Ho- 


ly Intention of the King, and of his great Deſire to advance, 


with all his Power, the Publick Tranquility. | 
But tho your Lordſhips had not receiv'd ſuch Proofs, and 
tho your Deputies at Munſter had not inform'd your Lord- 


. thips, that by our Conceſſions, our Treaty with Spain had 


almoft been breught to a Period; the Subject of my Meſ- 
iage will eafily convince you of it, fince I have Orders to take 
immediate Meaſures with your Lordſhips for the Concluſion 
of a General Peace, and to conſult with you what is fitteſt to 
be done,in Conſequence of the Treaties,for making the Peace 

laſting, when it is concluded. LS 2 
This is my Lords, the Subſtance of my Buſineſs and Com- 
miſſion, which you ſee is quite another thing, than ſome mi- 
ſtaken People had imagin'd. If your Deputies have given 
your Lordſhips an account of the Propoſals made to them, I'm 
ſure you'll find the Spaniards have not conſented to any one 
Important Article, in which they did uot inſiſt upon the Con- 
dition of Treating without France; to which, if an Anſwer 
had been given, that might have left them no Hopes of ſuc- 
ceeding in their Deſigns, we ſhould not have ſo many Rea- 
ſons to complain, As for our part, we have the Advantage 
of being free from the like Importunities z having rejected 
all Propoſitions of that Nature, with the ſame Contempt that 
Virtuous Women reſent Unlawful Addreſſes. If your De- 
puties had behav'd themſelves the ſame Way, according to 
your Orders, we ſhou'd long ago have obtain'd a Peace, 
to our mutual Satisfaction. But I can't help telling your 
Lordſhips, that the Hopes ſome People have given the, Spa- 
mergs to treat with them, to our Diſad vantage, and the pri- 
vate 
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vate Intimations given them to ftand out firmly againſt us, ate 
the only Obſtacles that have hitherto hindred them to come 
to reaſonable Term. . n 

Wou'd we then, my Lords, have a good and ſpeedy Peace? 
The means are eaſy and honourable. Let us ſtrictly obſerve 
the Treaties of Alliance, cure the Spaniards once for all, of 
their Fancies to divide us; look upon whatſoever they offer, 
upon that Condition, as dangerous and ſuſpicious; and let the 
Plenipotentiaries of Munſter, act like true Allies for our In- 
tereſt, as we have done for yours. | 

Wow'd we have that Peace firm and durable ? Let us ſhew 
our Enemies by our Union, that if ever they infringe the 


Treaty they make with us, they muſt at the ſame time fight 


with France and the United Provinces of whoſe Power they 
are ſufficiently ſenſible, to teach them to be apprehenſive of 
it in Time to come. i 

It we behave our ſelves with this Prudence and Conftancy, 
it will ſoon produce defireable Effects. The Treaty will be 
concluded in a little Time with Reputation and Advantage; 
we ſhall jointly reap the Fruits of Peace, under the Shadow 


of a viſible Security, which will enable us to eaſe our ſelves 


of the Expence we muſt neceſſarily be at, if we ſhould re- 
main in a Precarious State; beſides the further Satisfaction 
of obtaining thoſe Conditions, without any Breach of Faith 
to one another. If we ſhould behave our ſelyes otherwiſe, 
we might poſſibly make each a ſeparate Treaty with Spain, 
but at the ſame Time ſhould loſe the Effect of it. The Ene- 
my, who make the Peace againft their Will, and do not think 
it advantagious, wou'd reſolve to break it at the firſt Oppor- 


tunity: Diftruſt and Jealdufies wou'd increaſe on every fide 


and each Party wou'd endeavour to acquire-new Friends, and 
new means to preſerve themſelyes from Danger. Such an un- 
certain Peace wou'd require as numerous Armies, and great 
Expences as an open War; and I can't perceive,how we cowd 
anſwer to Poſterity, the troubling of the Happy State of our 
Affairs by an unneceſſary Precipitation, after having had 
it in our Power to treat with Honour and Ad vantage. 
Tis extreamly neceſſary for preventing thoſe Inconveni- 
encies, to conſider in what manner we are to change our pre- 
ſent State for another, and how we are to live when the Peace 
thall be concluded; by explaining without Ambięuity, what 
we mean to do for each other, for avoiding any Inconvenien- 
cy to either, from the Common Enemy. And here your 
Lordſhips will allow me to tell you, that you have more con- 
cern than we: Your Provinces, after a continual Toil, du-

As for our part, twill be no new thing with France toſbe in 
Peace with Spain, We are not inſenfible how little it is to be 
depended upon, and of the means of avoiding the Attempts 
and Practiſes of that Nation upon their Neighbours,. under 
the Colour of Friendſhip. We have good Laws that regulate 
the Extent of our Communication with ſuch dangerous Ene. 
mies, with whom there is no Poſibility of Reconciliat: but 
when they think they may thereby more eafily obtain their 
Ends. Our Magiftrates know how to puniſh ſuch as infringe 
thoſe Laws; and Experience has taught us how to behave in 
Time to come. But I don't know whether the Form of the 
State, will allow you ſo ſoon to check the daring Tem per of 
that Nation, who have always advanced their Affairs by Se- 
cret Practiſes, much more than by their Arms: And even noy, 
before the Concluſion of the Peace, they aſſume the Bold- 
neſs to ſend hither their Emiſſaries, under the Notion of ſham 
Employments, to Inſult and Defame your Allies in your Pre- 
ſence. If the Spaniards be ſo blinded with their Paſhon, as

Reign among your ſelves, but likewiſe of that which inclines 
Jour Allies to advance the Intereft of your State. 

beg your Lordſhips to put ſuch-a favourable Conſtructi- 
on upon what I have the Honour to tell you, as may be an- 
Twerable to the Juſtice and Sincerity of their Majefties Inten- 
tions. They entertain no Thoughts of retarding the Peace, 
and the Precautions we ought to take, are neither tedious 
nor diſſicult. Our Buſineſs is only to make ſolid Proviſions 
for the Security of the Treaty to be concluded. And that Se- 


. curity does only confift in a ſpeedy Execution of the former 
Treaties, reparation of what has been tranſacted againſt them, 
and laying a Foundation for the Religious Obſervation of 


them in time tome; without leaving Room for one of the 
Parties to ftrain the Words to their own Advantage ; For to 
ſpeak plain, when one gives a Contract to be conſulted by Law- 
yers, tis rather with a Deiign to plead than to perform it; tho 
Treaties ought always to be interpreted fairly and equitably. 
Subtleties ſhould only be made uſe of to Enemies, and not to 
the Prejudice ot thoſe who have employed their Strength and 


Blood 
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Blood for the Grandeur of the State, AN this being juſt and 
neceflary, and what may be reſolv'd upon in Eight and For- 
ty Hours, I hope it will not be taken for a deſign'd Hin- 
drancez except by ſuch as can be pleaſed with nothing that 
is not to the Satisfaction of the Spaniards. 54 

France ſhall always remain inviolably United in Affection 
to this State; and as there has not hitherto been any Failing 
on her part, your Lordſhips may aſſure your ſelves, there 
ſhall be none hereafter. But on the other Hand, her Friend- 
ſhip, which your Lordſhips have found uſeful and beneficial 


to this Republick, is not of ſo little Value, as to be entirely 


conferr'd upon you for but a Part of yours. Juftice requires 
the Conditions of Society to be equal, As to the Aſſiſtance 
France obliges her ſelf to give you, in caſe the Enemy breaks 
the Peace, we ſhall not make any Diſtinction of Intereſt with 
them, nor of the Places where you may be Attackd. We 
have reaſon to expect the ſame from you, except you wou'd 
point out to the — on what ſide they can de us moſt 
Miſchief, and moſt eaſil 

in the Matter. We ſhou'd rather think, that ſome time or 
another they may attack your Provinces on the fide of Ger- 
many, if we ſhould declare we wou'd not Arm for your De- 
fence, except the War be in Flanders; That Province being 
only a Part of your Frontiers, is the ſame, with regard to 
you, that all the other Countries are to Franceg being like- 
wiſe only Parts of their Frontiers. Any of us wou'd think 
himſelf indifferently accompanied by a Friend, who being on 


his Right Hand, would not ſtir if any one came to aſſaſſinate 


him on the Left. When the Peace is concluded, the only 


Intereſt of France will be, to preſerve it. It can't be infring 4 
in one Place, without being ſo in all; nor can any one of the 


Articles be violated, without making the reſt precarious. 
The Body of the Monarchy being compos'd of different 
Memhers, cannot be Wounded in one, without ſuffering by 
Communication in all the others; and I don't conceive how 
the War ſhould break out again towards 7:aly and Spain, with- 
out extending at the ſame time to all other Countries 
where we are Neighbours to the Enemy. | 

Nor can I imagin how any Body ſhould be apprehenſive, 
that the reciprocal and abſolute Obligation, into which 
France and this State ought to enter, ſhou'd be in any manner 
prejudicial to your Provinces, and rather expoſe them to new 
Wars, than procure the certain Enjoyment of the Pruits of 
the Peace. If they'll take the Trouble to conſider the Ob» 
!ization 15 not of a late Date, being founded upon the ancient 
Treaties, they will cafily find that the only Queftion is, Whe- 
ther the Treaties are to be obſerv'd or violated ? The *

y, without concerning] your ſelves 
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and Miſchances Spain has met with in this War, will be a 
Powerful Diſcouragement to her to begin another, betwixt 
France and the United Provinces together; which they would 
infalliby do, if ever they ſhould obſerve us to be ſeparated 
in Intereſt, or Places, or that there was any Miſunder. 
ftanding between us. The Hopes of Advantage by Attack- 
ing us ſeparately, would incline them to try their Fortnne ; 


and when either France or this State, ſhall be obllg'd to re-

So that you ſee plainly my Lords, that our Union inftead 
of being the Subject ought to be the Remedy of Apprehen- 


fions, and that the only means to ſecure France and the United 


Provinces, is to remain inſeparable ; Of which I could give 
your. Lordſhips many other Convincing Proofs, if I was not 
apprehenſive of abuſing your Patience. If your Lordſhips 
are pleas'd to appoint Commiſſaries, with whom I may diſ- 
courſe more ſully upon what I have here repreſented, and 
who ſhall have ſufficient Power to Treat with me; I fhall 
diſcoyer to them with all Sincerity, the Sentiments of their

and Reſpect, that tho the Cardinal durft not openly deny 
im any thing, in his Heart he deſired nothing more than 
the utter Ruin of that Hero, who had prevented his utter 
Deſtruction. Which being ſoon perceived by ſome of the 
moft Politick of the Prince's Friends, he conceiv'd an abſo- 
Jute Averſion to the Ungrateſul Prieft z which he made 
no Difficulty to expreſs, by many Satyrical Expreſſions, which 
he us'd amongſt his Friends: Whereof the Cardinal being 
fully informed by his Spies, as a true Italian, he continued 
his outward Good Mien to the Prince; but reſolv'd to leave 
nothing unattempted to procure his Ruin in the End. 

The Prince was at laſt made ſenſible of his Deſign; but 
being naturally inſuſceptible of Fear, and knowing well how 
great an Intereſt he had in the Army, and in the Nation, he 

could never be perſwaded by his Friends, to take the neceſ- 
ſary meaſures to prevent the Cardinals Deſigns; believing 
+: never durſt preſume to attem pt any thing againſt his Per. 
on. ö ; 
This Confidence in the Prince, gave the Cardinal an Op- 
portunity to put his Project in Execution; ſo that having at 
laſt, by many indirect Methods brought the Duke of 0rleaxs 
to conſent tot, he caus d the Princes of Conde and Conti, and 
their Brother - in-law, the Duke of Longueville, to be arreſted 
in the Queen's Apartment in the Lowvre, by an Officer of 
the Guards, and carryed Priſoners to the Caſtle of Vin- 
cennes, from whence they were afterFards tranſported to 
Havre de Grace in Normandy, and continued a Year in Con- 
finement. | 5 

But that Confinement had like to have been very fatal 
to its Author, the ungrateful Cardinal. For as ſoon as the 
People had Time to make ſerious Refle ions upon ſo bold an 
Attempt upon thoſe whom they had formerly look*d upon as 

the Chief Pillars of the State, it created ſuch an Univerſal 

Diſcontent, that the Court was at laſt forc'd to releaſe the 
Princes, and the Cardinal oblig'd to ſhelter himſelf out of 
the Kingdom, from the Reſentment of the Duke of Orleans, 
and of the Generality of the Nation, 

And tho they afterwards patch'd up a ſort of Reconciliati- 
on, the Princes were ſo ſenſible of their ill Uſage, and ſaw 
ſo little Security for better in time to come, that not long 
after they all retir'd from Court, and begun a ſecond Civil 
War, of which the Prince of Conde being the Head, and ſe- 
conded by the Prince of Cœuti, the Dukes of Tongueville, Beau - 

Fort, Nemours, Rochfoucalt and many other Great Men, as allo 
by the Parliament ard People of Paris and Bourdeaux, and by 
, a 
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a great part of the Nation, the Iſſue became ſo dubious, that 
ir the King had not been ſupported by the whole Proteſtant 
Intereſt in the Kingdom; tis a Queſtion whether he had not 
loft his Crown. 5 | 

The Spaniards promis'd Wonders for the Support of this 
Inteſtine War, and it had been their Intereſt to have made 

ood their Promiſes; But their Government was fallen into 
uch a languiſhing Condition, that. they were in no Capacity 
to do it. There happen'd ſeyeral Actions in which the 
Prince of Conde had generally the Advantage, and many 
Towns and Provinces declared for him; the Cardinal was, 
by the Parliament of Paris, declar'd The Sole Diſturber of the 
Publick Peace, and Author of all the Calamities of the Xing- 
dom, and a Reward of * 50000 Crowns offered for his Head, 
upon which he was forc'd again to fy the Kingdom ; But for 
all that, nothing of Importance being tranſacted at Court, 
without his Advice, he was ſoon call'd back, in ſpite of the 
Parliament; and having at laſt found means to corrupt ſome 
of the Prince's Friends and Servants, and ſow'd Diviſion a- 
mong them; when ſome of the Great Ones had made their 
Peace, and the Prince of Conde cou'd not longer maintain his 
Ground in the Kingdom, he went over to the Service of Spain, 
with ſuch of his Friends as wou'd follow him, and became 
the Chief Support of that Nation, during the Remainder of 
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the War, And after the Departure of that Prince, the Duke 


of Orleans, whoſe Irreſolution had been the chief Occafion 
of the Ruin of his Party, was forc'd to retire from Paris, to 
give way to the Triumphant Return of the Court. 

The Sickly Condition of the Spaniſh Monarchy, and the 
Inteftine Com motions of the French, had occaſion'd for ſome 
time, a ſhort Ceſſation of Arms abroad. At leaſt, there was 
not many donſiderable Events happen'd from the Concluſion 
of the Peace with the Empire, till the Campaign 1652. 
When Don Fohn of Auſtria took Barcelona, and made ſome 
further Progreſs in Catalonia, and the Marquis of Caracena 
made himſelf Maſter of Caſal in Italy: Nor was that all 
for the ſame Year, the Spaniards took the important Fort of 


. Graveline, and the more important Town of Dunkirk. 


In 1653. on the ſide of France, the Spauiards took Rocroy, 
and the French made themſelves Maſters of Monſon. In Italy 
the Spaniards had the better in an Ingagement againft the 
French; and in Catalonia, the French atter ſome Skirmiſhes, 
laid Siege in vain to Gironne. And about the ſame time, the 
Spaniſh Fleet coming to the Aſkſtance of the City of Bour-

deaux, they found it had ſome Days before been forc'd to 
fubmit to the King; and fo return'd, without being able to 
do any thing conſiderable for their Maſter's Service, 

In 1654. the French paſs'd the Pyrenees, and laid Siege to 
Puycerds, but upon Advice of the Diftreſs of their Troops 
in Catalonia, they rais'd the Siege, and marched thither to 
the Aſſiſtance of the Prince of Conti, who took Villa Franca, 
and in yain attempted Lampourden, 

The Duke of Lorain, who had been long in the Service of 
Spain, began to conceive ſome Jealou ſy of the Prince of Conde, 
whom he thought they preferr*d to him; and the Spaniards, 


at the ſame time, upon Information of ſome Secret In. 


trigues between him and the Court of France, ſuſpecting he 
began to incline that u ay, cauſed that Prince to be Ar- 
reſted by an expreſs Order from Court, and detain'd in 
Priſon in the Caſtle of Toledo, till' the Concluſion of the 
Peace. ; | 
The ſame Year,the Ceremony of the moſt Chriſtian King's 
Conſecration, was perform'd at Rheims, after which he in- 
veſted and took Stenay; and from thence diſpatch'd Marſhal 


de Turenne with an Army, to the Relief of Arras, which was 


befieg'd by the Spaniards; and before the Campaign was end- 
ed, Conflans, Montcallier, Bery, and ſome other Places, ſur- 
rendred to the Generals of France. : 

In 1655. the Arms of Spain were more ſucceſsful on the 
tide of Rouſſillon and Catalonia, where they worſted the French 
in a Battle, and took Berg, Saljona, las Medas the Tower of 
Bagur and other Places; but in Flanders the French made 
themſelves Maſters of Lanlrecy, Conde, and St Guiſlain. 

But in 1656, Things did not go ſo well for the French in 
Flanders, their Army having been attack'd in their Trenches 
before Valenciennes, which they were beſieging, by the Army 
in Spain, under the Conduct of Don ꝙobn of Auſtria, the Prince 

of Conde, and the Marquis of Caracena; who gave the French 
à conſiderable Overthrow, killing a great Number, and ta- 
king many Priſoners of Note. After which, they retook the 
Town of Conde, while Marſhal Turenne having fail'd in an 


Attempt upon St Venant, made himſelf Maſter of Cappel: 


And in Itah, the French under the Dukes of Modena and Mer- 
cur, took the City of Valencia, which the Spaniards were not 
able to relieve, | | 

In 1657. the Spaniards began the Campaign in Flanders, 
with the Conqueſt of St Guiſlain; and.the French having now 
enter'd into a Treaty with Oliver Cromwel, then Protector of 
England, in conſequence of which they receiv'd a Reinforce- 


ment of his old Troops, they laid Siege to Cambray, but 


were forc'd to raiſe it by the brave Prince of Conde; who 
t having, 
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having with wonderful Conduct and Reſolution, attack'd 
them in their Trenches, and put 4000 Men into the Town 
the Beſiegers thought fit to retire; after which they befieg'd 
and took Montmedy and St Venant, and Marſhal Turezne re- 
lieved Ardres: And in the end of the Campaign, bein 
threatned by oliver Cremrmel, with his utmoſt Reſentments, 1 
they did not in performance of their Treaty with him, lay 
Siege to Dunkirk, which was to be part of the Reward of his 
Friendſhip; In order to facilitate it, they took Mardyke,and 
put it into the Hands of the Engliſh, with Promiſe that the 
next Campaign ſhould be opened with the Siege of Dunkirk, 
which was accordingly taken and deliver'd up to his Troops: 
Which he well deſerved, for beſides his n 
by Land, in the beginning of 1657. his Fleet under Blake, 
obtain'd a Victory over a Fleet of +paniſh Ships, 8 they 
utterly deſtroyed at the Canaries. And there is god reaſon 
to believe, that Oliver, who underſtood very well the Intere ſts 
of Europe, wou'd never have contributed ſo much to the 
dangerous Grandeur of France, if he had not had Two things 
in View; viz. to raiſe the Trade of England to the higheft 
Pitch, by conquering the Spaniſh Weſt Indies, which no doubt 
he had in View; and to awe both France, Spain and the Dutch, 
by having in his Power, the Key of France and the Low Coun- 
tries, Vize Dunkirk z whereby England might have made itſelf 
formidable to all thoſe Powers. However, that Place was 
afterwards ſold to France by King Charles II. for a Sum of Mo- 
ny much inferior to its Worth, 

In Italy and Catalonia, ſeveral Towns were beſieged on both 
ſides, but none of any Note taken. 

In the beginning of the Campaign 1658. the French having 
beſieg d Dunkirk, the Spaniards attempting to relieye it, were 
entirely defeated 3 in which Action the Engliſb Auxiliaries 
had certainly the greateſt Share; having, with a great Diſ- 
advantage of Ground, attack'd, and utterly routed the Old 
Spaniſh Infantry, then deſervedly eſteem'd the beſt in Europe; 
which not only occafion*d the Loſs of that important Town, 
but alſo Furnes, Bergue, Eraveline, St Vinoc, Dixmude, Ipres, 
Crammont, Ninove, and ſeveral other Places: And Turenne 
did lixewiſe defeat a Body of 6000 Men under the Prince of 
Ligmy. a 

In Itah, the French took Mortara; but in Catalonia they re- 
ceived ſeveral Checks; in one of which they had a conſide- 
lable number of Men kiltd,. beſides 1600 made Priſoners by

8 HE Diſpute between the Kings of France and San

fo great a Noile in the World for 150 Years, or 
thereabout, that the Curious will not certainly be diſpleasd, 
to find in this Diſcourſe, ſuch a particular and circumftan- 
tiated Relation of the Riſe and Progreſs of it, as that which 
follows. 5 
Iis plain by the account that is given in the beginning of 
this Treatiſe, of the Origin of theſe Princes, that the Kings 
of France were Great and Mighty Monarchs, long before 
- there wasany ſuch a ay. a Regular Government eftabliſh'd 
in Spainz which was fallen into great Confuſions after the 
Diſſolution of the Roman Empire: And *tis no leſs obvious, 
that Caſtile, which was the Principal of all the Spaniſh Kings 
doms, was a very Diminutive State, in regard to the great 
Monarchy of France, till by Marriage, and other Methods it 
had acquir'd the Kingdom of Arragon and its Dependencies, 
with the reſt of the petty Kingdoms of Spain, which were all 
at laſt united with many other great Dominions, in the Per- 
fon of the Famous and Victorious Emperor Charles V. Nor 
can the Spaniard; themſelves pretend, that ever their Kings 
were in a Condition to diſpute that Matter with thoſe of 
France, before the Union of fo many Countries under one 
Head: And the French have ſufficiently made it appear, that 
tho they cou'd not pretend to diſpute the Precedency with 
the Emperor Charles V. in quality of Emperor, there was 
no reaſon why that Honour through him ſhould be convey d 
to any ot his Poſterity not poſſeſſing the Empire, fince Ke

The Spaniards, on the other hand, do not deny the Anti- 
quity of the Crown of France; but in the Time of their 
Grandeur, they alledged, that their Monarch Philip II. being 
incomparably greater than his Neighbour of France, and 
ſſeſſing Territories incomparably bigger than his, and alſo 
being Son to their Great King and Emperor Charles V. who

blies and Interviews, as belonging to the ſirſt of all the Chri- 
ſtian Princes, which he certainly was, in Quality of Emperor. 
Now the Emperor foreſeeing (according to the French) 
that the like Precedency wou'd be denyed to his Son Philip, 
in order to form an advantagious Precedent for him, when he 
was meditating his own Retirement, and ſoon before _ 
ador 
to that Republick, who as /-perial, had always been allowed 
the Precedency and a little after his Reſignation in favour 


of his Son, ſent the ſame Man back again, as both his own 


and his Son's Ambaſſador, hoping by that means to deceive 
the Venetians, by ſending the ſame Perſon under the Appea- 
rance of the ſame Character, tho it was not really ſo; becauſe 
Charles poſſeſſing no more tue Quality of 13 nor an 
other Sovereign Title, cou'd not ſend any Ambaſſador, mock 
leſs communicate to him the Privilege of 7pertal. | 
Vargas however demanded of the Senate, the ſame Place 


he had poſſeſſed during his former Embaſſy. . To which the 


Biſhop of Todeve, Ambaſſador from Henry II. of France, did 
ſtrenuouſly oppoſe himſelf; remonſtrating, that Charles was 
now no more conſiderable in the World; adding, that when 
the Ambaſſadors of the Emperor Ferdinand ſhould appear, he 
would not diſpute their Precedencyz but that he would by 
no means yield it to the Ambaſſador of Philip: And that in all 
Occaſions of Ceremony, ſuch as Audiences, Viſits, c. he 
would take the firſt Place. Whereupon the Senate, for a- 
voiding of all Inconveniences, ordered, that the Ambaſſa- 
dors ſhould not appear at the Solemnity of the Feaft of St 
Mark. So that by reaſon of the Reſolution of the Repub- 
lick, the Diſpute remained undecided all the Year 1557. 


But in 1558. the Biſhop of Acs having ſucceeded him of 
Todeve, as Ambaſſador of France, he renewed the Diſpute, 


demanding of the Senate upon the Arrival of the Impe- 
rial Ambaſſadors, that he might have the next Place to 


chem, which he accordingly aſſum'd preferably to Vargas, 


who finding that the Contrivance of the Emperor, who 


was then dead, cou'd not ftand him in any ſtead, fince *

deur of their Majeſties, but that the Records of the State 
did witneſs, that the Ambaſſadors of Frange had always pre- 
ceded thoſe of Spin in all publick and private Ceremonies, 
from which they cou'd not recede; at which King Philip being 
offended, recall'd his Ambaſſador 3 but was afterwards ap- 
peaſed by the Venetian Ambaſſedor at Madrid, tho without 
ieſolving to let flip any other Opportunity of renewing the 
fame Pretenſions, which he found a few Years afterwards: 
But for the better Underſtanding of which, we muft look 
back to the Beginning of the Council of Trent. . The Revolt 
of Luther from the Church of Rome has obliged the Roman 
Catholic Princes to think of Aﬀembling a General Council 
which having been often demanded by thc Emperor Charles V. 
and by Francis I. of France, was at laſt, after ſeveral Delays, 
aſſembled under Paul III. at the City of Trent, in the Month 
of December 1545. during whoſe Pontificate, partly at Trent 
and partly at Bologn, the firſt Ten Seſſions of that Council 


were Celebrated; after which it was revok'd, and ceas'd till 


the Death of Paul III. who being ſucceeded by ohn Maria 
de Monte, who had been firſt Preſident of the Council, he 
aſembled it at Trent, in the Month of May 1550. during 
whoſe Pontificate were held Six other Seſſions: After which 
the Councit being again reyok'd, it entirely ceaſed under 
the Pontiticate of Marcellus II. which laſted but Twenty Two 
Days, and that of Paul IV. who was otherwiſe taken up: 
But he being ſucceeded in the Year 1559. by Pius IV. he 
te· aſſembled the Council in the Beginning of the Vear 
1562, which having continued in his Time for almoſt Two 
Years, the Nine laſt Seſſions were then held. So that it 
laſted in all, from its firft Indiction in 1545, to its laſt Seſſt+ 
on in 1567. about Eighteen Years, and in that Space ſat but 
Five and Twenty Times. - |

Upon this Succeſs, the Prince of Heſſe d 

was preſent every where, being defirous to puſh forward, 
and poſſeſs himſelf of a Poſt that would hinder the Enemies 
Communication with the Town, and which being in their 
Hands gave them the Advantage of receiving Succours from. 

thence; advanced with great Eagerneſfs thro.all the Fire from 

Two Bulwarks, and a Curtain, without any ſhelter, and was 
ſhot with a Muſquet- Ball, which paſſing thre his Thigh, tore 

an Artery, by which the Prince loſing a great quantity of 
Blood, after he had marched above Fifty Paces, animating. 
his Men as tho he knew nothing of his being Wounded, at 
laſt fell down: They carryed him off to a little Houſe that 
was near, and as ſoon as he was brought thither, before they 
could look upon the Wound, he expir'd, to the unexpreſſible 
- Grief of the King, the Officers, the Soldiers and the Sea- 
men. This Accident ſtruck a Damp upon the Spirits of the 
Soldiers, who had great Confidence in the Prince; and as 
one Misfortune is generally attended by another, it happen'd

What diſheartned the Beſiegers yet more, was, 
that the Marquis 4e Kisbourgh, marching out of Barcelona to 
ſuccour the Line of Communication, cafily. dispersd ſome 
Catalans that guarded a Paſs, and ſo brought a Supply ot a- 
bout 200 Grenadiers into the Citadel: Wheronpes the Offi-

The News of all theſe Miſchances being ſpeedily brought 
by {nel e (the late Prince of Zefſe's Aid-de-Camp)

Troops to draw off, immediately countermanded thoſe Or- 
ders, and drawing his Sword, and throwing away the Scab - 
bard, ſaid, He was ſure all brave Men would folow bim. With 
that, he put himſelf at the Head of the Detachments that

Hereupon the Mar- 
quiſs of Risbourgb, who had contributed to the taking of Collo-— 
nel Allen and moſt of his Men, having reinforced the Garri- 
ſon of the Caftle with part of his Grenadiers, and ſent the 
Empliſh Priſoners to the Town, fearing to be intercepted by 
the Earl of Peterborough, retir'd thither with all 1 A .

St Bertram's Fort, whereby the Communication between the 
Town and Citadel was entirely cut off. | 
The Confederates having made Lodgments to cover them · 
le with Five Pieces of Cannon 
that were found in St Bertram's Fort, and Four others gain'd 
by the Engliſh in another Poſt; but theſe Pieces being of too 
ſmall a Bore, and the Walls very thick, this Cannonading had 
but little Effect.

who, whor the ſucceſs of the Bomb, was already advancing 


Sword in Hand, at the Head of his Men, to improve the 


Confuſion which he obſcry'd the Garriſon to be in. The 


King of Spain and the Earl of Peterborough, to acknowledge 


Collonel SouthwelPs Service, made him Governor of that 


Fortreſs, towards the taking whereof he had fo greatly con · 
tributed.

This Succeſs was the more conſiderable, not only becauſe 
that Citadel commanded the City of Barcelona; but likewiſe 


becauſe it rendred the Attack of the latter leſs difficult, the 
Fortifications of the Town being weakeſt on that ſide. Nor 


did the Earl of Peterborough loſe Time in improving this Ad- 
vantage; for as ſoon as Stanbopes Brigade, and ſome other 


Troops were come up to that ſide of the Town, he cauſed the 


Trenches to be open'd, and Four Batteries of Cannon, and. 
Tuo of Mortars to be erected; in which Service both the 
Miquelets, many of whom upon the taking of Fort Mounjuich 
began to enter into Pay, and the Fngliſh and Dutch Seamen 


ſhew'd a great deal of Readineſs and Alacrity: While the 
Batteries were erecting, fopr Bomb-Veſſels threw 412 Shells 
into the Town, which occaſion'd a great Confufion and Cone 
+ Kernation among the People. Don Franciſco de helaſco ſecing 
theſe Preparations, ſent out of the Town many of the Inha- 


bitants, ſecured others whom he ſuſpected to be well affected
